By a December 1, 1995 Notice of Liability letter you advised AP Parts International, Inc. that
it was a potentially responsible party with respect to the above sites.

AP Parts International, Inc., a Delaware corporation, was incorporated in 1989. AP Parts
Manufacturing Company, a Delaware corporation, became a wholly owned subsidiary of AP Parts
International at approximately that same time.

AP Parts Manufacturing Company owned and operated the Toledo facility which generated the
waste materials allegedly disposed of at the Stickney/Tyler sites. As such, AP Parts Manufacturing
Company is the proper potentially responsible party and not AP Parts International, Inc. AP Parts
International has no connection with and no liability with respect to these sites. T would ask that the
U.S. EPA files reflect the foregoing. While, in accordance with our letter to you of December 4, 1995,
we are willing to participate in negotiations with the U.S. EPA concerning these matters, this
participation will be on behalf of AP Parts Manufacturing Company and not AP Parts International, Inc.
